We 
rejoice  in  it  and  we  take  a 
silent  oath:  Jerusalem  will 
never  be  divided,  it  will  always 
be  one  yerushalaim,  radiating 
glory  — the  eternal  capital  of 
our  country,  our  people,  our 
faith,  our  civilization.

political,  economic,  cultural 
and  last  but  not  least,  in  a 
spiritual  context.  No  only 
among  our  enemies  but  in 
friendly  quarters,  plans  are 
afoot  which  would  undermine 
the  national,  ecumenical  and 
universal  character  of 
Jerusalem. 

I would  therefore  like  to 
conclude  this  Yom 
Yerushalaim  message  with  a 
call  to  all  members  of  your 
community  to  come  to  our 
country  and  our  city  in  order 
to  help  us  consolidate  what 
has  been  accomplished  and  to 
cement  yet  further  our  deter- 
mination to  maintain 
Jerusalem  as  our  capital  in  all 
its  splendour.

John  Greenberg,  Immediate 
Past  Chairman  and  now  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Ottawa  State  of  Israel 
Bond  Organization,  is  pleased 
to  announce  the  appointment 
of  Morton  Taller  as  the 
General  Chairman  of  the  1980 
State  of  Israel  Bond  cam- 
paign. 

In  accepting  the  post,  Mr. 
Taller  stressed  the  importance 
of  the  new  $1  Billion 
Economic  Development  for 
Peace  Loan  Issue  launched 
late  in  1979  to  help  provide 
some  of  the  funds  needed  to 
transform  the  4500  square 
mile  Negev  desert  region  into 
an  industrial  and  civilian  com- 
plex. 

“The  basic  programme,” 
Mr.  Taller  declared,  “must  be 
completed  in  three  years  to 
meet  the  terms  of  the  Camp 
David  Agreement  between 
Israel  and  Egypt  calling  for  the 
redeployment  of  vast  military 
and  civilian  populations  from 
the  Sinai  to  the  Negev.” 

Mr.  Taller  said  that  “Israel 
at  present  requires  a new  and 
expanded  infrastructure  that 
includes  roads,  communica- 
tions', energy  facilities,  water 
and  sewage  systems  as  well  as 
industrial  parks,  harbour  and 
airport  expansion,  new 
railroad  spurs  and  the  ex- 
ploitation of  natural  resources 
and  oil  exploration.”  He  em- 
phasized that  while  “billions 
are  needed  for  the  total  ef- 
fort,” the  new  Issue  will  go 
toward  the  economic  develop- 
ment phase  of  the  programme 
in  the  Negev  and  elsewhere. 

Under  Mr.  Taller’s  leader- 
ship the  Ottawa  Israel  Bond 
Organization  looks  forward  to

an  intensive  campaign  to  help 
reach  the  $525  million  goal 
that  the  State  of  Israel  has  ask- 
ed the  International  Israel 
Bond  Organization  to  meet. 
The  Ottawa  goal  will  be  an- 
nounced shortly. 

A former  General  Chairman 
of  Israel  Bonds,  Morton  Taller 
has  served  in  the  Ottawa  Bond 
Organization  for  many  years, 
most  recently  as  a member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  He  is  a 
six-year  veteran  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  having  served 
as  Vice  Chairman.  He  is  a Past 
Chairman  of  Foundation  Gifts 
of  the  Jewish  National  Fund 
and  former  Manager  of  the 
Montefiore  Club. 

_ An  active  leader  of  Con- 
gregation Machzikei  Hadas, 
Mr.  Taller  presently  serves  as 
Financial  Chairman  and 
House  Chairman  of  the  Con- 
gregation. His  wife  Sally  has 
headed  many  organizations  in 
Ottawa  including  President  of 
Congregation  Machzikei 
Hadas  Sisterhood  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Women’s  Division 
of  Israel  Bonds. 

Mr’,  and  Mrs.  Taller  have 
been  frequent  visitors  to  Israel 
and  witnessed  first  hand  the 
important  role  Israel  Bonds 
plays  in  the  economy  of  the 
State.  That  importance  was 
stressed  last  year  when  the 
Taller’s  met  with  Israel’s 
President  Yitzhak  Navon. 

Mr.  Taller  is  now  selecting 
his  Vice  Chairman  and  pro- 
mises to  field  the  strongest 


Campaign  Cabinet  to  date  to 
meet  the  desperate  economic 
needs  of  Israel.  Mr.  Taller 
called  for  a “Partners  in 
Peace”  relationship  between 
Israel,  Ottawa  and  other 
friends  of  Israel  in  com- 
munities throughout  Canada, 
United  States  and  other  coun- 
tries in  the  free  world. 

“It  is  fitting”  the  Ottawa 
leader  said,  “that  we  should 
be  involved  in  the  sale  of  the 
new  $1  Billion  Issue  to  co- 
incide with  the  first  stages  of 
the  implementation  of  the 
Peace  Agreement  with  Egypt. 
Nothing  could  more 
dramatically  put  into  focus  the 
role  we  will  have  to  play  in 
converting  the  terms  of  the 
Peace  Treaty  into  the  pillars«of 
a new  structure  of  peacefufco- 
existence  for  the  entire  Middle 
East.” 

Mr.  Taller  reported  that 
since  the  inception  of  the  Bond 
Drive  in  1951  more  than  $4.5 
billion  in  Bonds  and  other 
financial  instruments  have 
been  provided  to  help  advance 
every  facet  of  Israel’s 
economy. 

He  stated,  “In  this  challeng- 
ing period,  when  it  is  obvious 
that  the  price  of  peace  is  ex- 
traordinarily high,  we  of  Ot- 
tawa must  redouble  our  ef- 
forts and  march  in  the 
forefront  of  those  who  are 
convinced  that  an  economical1 
ly  strong  Israel  can  assure 
peace  in  the  Middle  East.  No 
price  is  too  high  to  pay  for 
peace.”

Distinguished  Service  Award 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  April  meeting,  approved  a 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  that  an  annual 
award  be  established  to  recognize  distinguished  service  to  the 
community  by  an  individual  or  an  organization.  The  basis  tor 
the  award  was  approved  and  is  set  out  below.  The  first  recipient 
was  left  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  decide  and  they 
unanimously  chose  the  “Ottawa  Chevra  Kadisha  to  be  the  first 
of  what  we  hope  will  be  a distinguished  list  of  honourees. 

The  Chevra  Kadisha  is  a “Holy  Brotherhood”  | and 
women  dedicated  to  performing  its  tasks  in  the  fulfillment  of 
our  traditional  method  of  funeral  and  burial  practices  with 
dignity. 

The  Ottawa  Chevra  Kadisha  will,  this  coming  year,  be 
celebrating  its  75th  Anniversary.  It  is  in  recognition  of  the 
seventy-five  years  of  unsung  and  unheralded  service  by  all  the 
past  and  present  members  of  the  Chevrah,  that  the  officers  felt 
we  could  find  no  more  deserving  a group  of  mdtvrfuals  to  be  the 
first  winners  of  the  award.  Their  name  at  the  head  of  the  list  of 
recipients  will  lend  dignity  and  prestige  to  that  award. 

Ottawa  has  been  blessed  by  having  a Chevra  Kadisha  which 
has  over  these  seventy-five  years,  carried  out  its  ritualistic  duties 
fn  a manner  which  aids  in  bringing  comfort  to  the  bereaved  in 
their  momenut  of  grief ’at  the  loss  of  a loved  one.  It  matters  not 
who  the  deceased  may  have  been;  the  Chcvra  Kadisha  kniiw  of 
only  one  way  in  which  to  perform  its  sacred  task,  that  is,  with 
grace  and  dignity.

The  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  Communi- 
ty Endowment  and  Bequest 
Foundation  are  pleased  to 
acknowledge  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Mayer  and  Rose 
Landau  Memorial  Fund  by 
their  children  and  family. 

Mayer  and  Rose  Landau, 
seeing  no  future  for  their  fami- 
ly in  Poland,  had  the  foresight 
to  emigrate  to  Canada  in  1939 
and  proceeded  on  to  Kemp- 
tville  where  they  started  a 
poultry  farm.  Overcoming 
much  struggle  to  get  establish- 
ed, they  operated  their  farm 
until  1968,  where  they  retired 
and  moved  to  Ottawa. 

Mayer  was  a pious  person 
who  cherished  his  heritage.  He 
was  a founder  and  an  ardent 
participant  in  the  Kemptville 
Synagogue,  as  long  as  it  was 
able  to  maintain  its  Minyan. 
Also  in  his  early  days  in  Kemp- 
tville, he  associated  with 
Machziki  Hadas  Synagogue. 
On  moving  to  Ottawa,  he 
became  a very  active  and 
devoted  member  until  he  pass- 
ed away  in  1973. 

Rose  Landau  was  Mayer’s 
cherished  helpmate  on  the 
farm  and  at  all  times.  On  mov- 
ing to  Ottawa,  Rose  was  much 
involved  in  Mizrachi, 
Hadassah,  Pioneer  Women 
and  Women’s  division  of  the 
Chevra  Kadisha. 

Mayer  and  Rose  were  ardent 
Zionists  with  a very  deep  love 
for  Israel  which  they  visited 


twice.  While  in  Israel,  they 
very  much  impressed  with  the 
Haye  Olam  Yeshiva  for  Or- 
phans in  Jerusalem  and 
became  strong  supporters  of 
this  organization. 

Mayer  and  Rose  Landau 
had  three  children,  Sally  Taller 
of  Ottawa,  Nancy  Segal  of 
Oshawa  and  Doris  Loebl  who 
pre-deceased  Rose  in  1979. 
They  are  also  survived  by  their 
grandchildren,  Caroline 
Schlesinger,  Dr.  Barry  Segal, 
Pauline  Maker,  Dr.  David 
Segal,  Jay  Taller,  Connie 
Steinberg,  Beverley  Taller, 
and  Lynda  Taller.  Also  4 
great-grandchildren .

Nature  of  Award 

The  name  of  the  individual  or  organization  selected  to  be  the 
recipient  each  year  will  be  recorded  on  a tablet  to  be  displayed  in 
a place  of  prominence  in  the  Jewish  Community  Centre.  A 
replica  will  be  given  to  the  award  winner. 

Nomination 

Nominations  for  the  award  shall  be  solicited  in  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Bulletin  in  December  of  each  year  for  submission  by  the 
end  of  February  of  the  following  year.  Nominations  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Selection  Committee  in  writing,  including  a 
resume  of  the  individual’s  or  organization’s  contribution  to 
community  life. 

Selection  Committee 

The  Selection  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Immediate  Past 
President  of  the  Jewish  Community  Council  of  Ottawa,  who 
shall  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee;  the  Chairman  of  the 
Women’s  Committee  of  the  Council;  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Rabbis  of  the  community;  and  two  Trustees  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Award  Presentation 

The  presentation  shall  be  made  to  the  recipient  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Community.

Curator  appointed  forHebraica  Collection

Mr.  Brad  Sabin  Hill  has 
been  appointed  the  first 
Curator  of  the  Jacob  M.  Lowy 
Collection  of  the  National 
Library  of  Canada.  This  im- 
portant collection  was 
presented  to  the  National 
Library  in  1977. 

Mr.  Hill  received  his  A.B.  in 
Latin  and  Greek,  magna  cum 
laude,  from  Brown  University, 
Providence,  Rhode  Island, 
and  is  currently  a candidate 
for  the  M.A.  in  East  European 
Jewish  Studies  from  McGill 
University,  Montreal.  Mr.  Hill 
pursued  pre-rabbinical  studies 
and  studies  in  Hebrew  and 
classical  languages  and 
literatures  at  Yeshiva  Universi- 
ty, New  York,  where  he  receiv- 
ed academic  honours,  and 
studied  Latin,  Italian,  and 
Yiddish  languages  and 


literatures  at  Columbia 
University,  New  York.  He  has 
also  lectured  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  German  at  Brown 
University  and  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Jewish  Studies  at 
McGill  University. 

Mr.  Hill  has  worked  in  the 
cataloguing  and  descriptive 
bibliography  of  Hebraica  and 
Judaica  in  several  university 
and  private  collections,  in- 
cluding the  Waxer  Collection 
at  the  Rockefeller  Library, 
Brown  University,  and  at  the 
McLennan  Library,  McGill 
University.  Mr.  Hill  has  con- 
tributed bibliographic  notes  to 
several  works  published  in 
North  America,  Europe  and 
Israel,  and  is  currently  com- 
pleting research  on  several 
other  bibliographic  studies  in 
the  areas  of  Targumic 


literature,  medieval  Hebrew 
polemics,  and  Jewish 
languages  in  the  Slavic  sphere. 

The  Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collec- 
tion is  a unique  collection  of 
Hebraica  that  includes  early 
and  rare  editions  of  the  Bible, 
Talmudic  and  Midrashic 
literature,  medieval  and 
renaissance  Biblical  commen- 
taries, philosophical  and 
mystical  works,  and  rabbinic 
literature  from  the  15th  to  the 
19th  century. 

Mr.  Hill  will  provide 
specialized  reference  service 
for  researchers  using  the  col- 
lection, oversee  the  conserva- 
tion and  development  of  the 
collection,  and  work  in 
cooperation  with  other 
libraries  and  institutions 
specializing  in  Hebraic  and 
Judaic  studies.

So- 
meone might  have  some  fresh  new  ideas  which  we  can 
incorporate  into  the  format  for  1981.  We  ought  to  start 
planning  now.

On  Tuesday,  May  14  at  noon,  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  was  overflowing  with  women  of  all  ages.  Over 
300  ladies  came  to  the  successful  Windup  Luncheon  and 
Fashion  Show  of  the  Women’s  Division.  There  was  even 
a small  profit,  since  all  the  food  was  catered  by  the 
ladies  themselves.  The  Women’s  Division  has  come  a 
long  way  since  the  spring  of  1972  when  Founder- 
Chairman  Bertha  Palmer  got  her  first  Cabinet  together. 
The  Chairmen  who  followed—  Simone  Goldberg,  Sara 
Vered,  Ruth  Viner,  Dorothy  Nadolny  and  Lisa  Cogan 
are  an  indication  of  the  calibre  and  dedication  of  the 
Women’s  Division  leadership. 

A glance  at  their  organizational  structure  tells  you 
that  to  the  women,  U.J.A.  is  a serious  business.  Every 
category  of  giving  has-its  canvassers  and  chairman,  who 
in  turn  are  responsible  to  four  vice-chairmen.  Co- 
ordinating and  guiding  the  entire  campaign  structure  is 
the  chairman.  The  result  is  a tightly  organized  and  well- 
disciplined  group. 

The  rationale  of  a separate  Women’s  Division  is  sim- 
ple: women  should  participate  in  U.J.A.  as  individuals 
in  their  own  right,  proud  of  their  role  as  independent 
contributors  and  workers.  It  is  their  firm  conviction  that 
regardless  of  age,  marital  status  or  occupation,  every 
woman  ought  to  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do  her  part 
as  a woman.  They  point  out  that  we  live  in  a period  of 
growing  independence  and  assertiveness  for  women, 
when  they  are  entering  the  work  force  in  large  numbers. 
They  handle  their  families’  finances  expertly  and 
knowledgeably,  and  have  gone  into  businesses  of  their 
own.  As  independent  women,  they  have  been  playing  an 
active  and  growing  role  in  the  campaign. 

Over  the  years,  an  interesting  side  effect  of  this  in- 
volvement has  occurred.  This  has  been  the  educational 
value  of  a highly  vocal  and  visible  women’s  campaign 
organization.  Women  brought  their  commitment  and 
involvement  into  the  home,  to  their  husbands  and 
children.  It  is  no  accident  that  a Young  Peoples  Division 
has  been  launched  with  such  encouraging  results. 

Another  interesting  development  has  been  the 
organization  this  year  of  a Business  Women’s  group. 
Clearly,  the  Women’s  Division  is  keeping  a sharp  eye  on 
the  present  and  looking  to  the  future  for  bigger  and  bet- 
ter results.  I salute  our  Women’s  Division  and  thank 
everyone  who  works  and  gives  to  enrich  the  quality  of 
Jewish  life  here  and  in  Israel.

Both  the  afternoon  and  even- 
ing Yom  Ha’atzmauth 
celebrations  were  attended  by 
our  students  who  also  con- 
tributed an  abudance  of  art- 
work to  the  decorations  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre. 
Classes  were  taken  to  the 
childrens’  activities  at  the  Cen- 
tre during  Jewish  Music 
Month.  The  Walkathon  is  in-

As  part  of  the 
course,  students  were  required 
to  see  the  film  “Judgement  at 
Nuremberg”  and  attended  the 
exhibit  on  the  Holocaust  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre. 
The  second  project  is  a trip  for 
the  Graduating  Class  — this 
year  to  Montreal  where 
students  will  visit  places  of 
Jewish  interest  such  as  the 
Sadye  Bronfman  Centre,  the 
East  Side  where  Jews  first  set- 
tled, the  Montreal  Jewish 
Public  Library  and,  if  time 
permits,  a bagel  factory. 

In  an  endeavor  to  raise 
funds  for  the  school,  a film  is 
planned  for  June  14  at  the  Na- 
tional Library  Auditorium. 
The  Academy  Award  winning 
film  "A  Gentleman’s  Agree- 
ment (starring  Gregory  Peck) 
will  be  shown  and  parents  are 
strongly  urged  to  bring  their 
children  to  see  this  excellent 
movie.  (Details  appear  in  a 
separate  article  in  this  issue). 

The  school  has  had  to  bid 
farewell  this  year  to  two 
valuable  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  — Marlene 
Rivier  and  Faith  Leckie.  Both 
these  young  women  were 
gradutes  of  the  school  who 
went  on  to  become  teachers’ 
assistants  and  in  Marlene’s 
case  eventually  a full  member 
of  the  teaching  staff.

Mother  Courage,  currently  be- 
ing performed  in  repertory  is 
not  the  sort  of  play  that  leaves 
one  glued  to  or  fallen  from  his 
chair.  Unlike  The  Resistable 
Rise  of  Arturo  Ui,  which  by 
the  way  would  be  especially 
poignant  to  a Jewish  audience, 
Mother  Courage  drags  911  to, 
what  appears  to  this  reviewer, 
an  untimely  death. 

Set  in  Europe  during  the 
Thirty  Years’  War,  a middle- 
aged  travelling  canteen  owner 
succumbs  to  the  debauchery  ot 
war.  She  loses  two  sons  and 
one  daughter  in  the  process 
and,  in  this  case,  the  au- 
dience’s heartfelt-interest. 

Directed  by  John  Wood,  the 

play  does  elicit  some  gut 
response.  One  can’t  help  but 
deliberate  over  the  spoils  ot 
war  and/or  the  war  that 
spoils.  The  music  and  lyrics 
accompanying  the  story  may 
well  have  been  left  out.  The 
play  dragged  well  enough  on 
its  own.  „ 

In  sum,  Mother  Courage  is 
far  from  being  one  of  Brecht  s 
better  plays,  let  alone  one  of 
the  NAC  Theatre  Company  s 
better  productions.  If  your 
curiosity  gets  the  better  ot 
you,  you  can  still  catch  the 
play  June  2,  5,  6 at  20:00  and 
on  June  7 at  14:00.

During  the  seven  years  that 
Rabbi  Gerber  has  been  part  of 
Ottawa’s  Jewish  Community, 
he  has  developed  a unique 
teaching  style  that,  encourages 
children  and  their  parents  to 
embrace  Judaism  joyfully. 
Although  only  thirty-four, 
Rabbi  Gerber  could  already  be 
considered  a spiritual  pied- 
piper.  His  exuberance  has  in- 
spired parents  and  other  adults 
through  the  children  of  Tem- 
ple Israel. 

As  principal  of  the  Temple  s 
Religious  school,  he  has 
organized  a very  sound  cur- 
riculum of  studies.  But 
teaching  for  the  Rabbi  goes 
out  of  the  classroom  into  any 
setting  where  a lesson  is  rele- 
vant. 

One  example  of  how  Rabbi 
Gerber  applies  his  ‘child 
teaching-philosophy’  at  Tem- 
ple is  through  involvement. 
Imagine  this  past  Rosh 
Hashana’s  Children  Service; 
where  every  child  over  three 
was  first  instructed  on  how  to 
blow  the  shofar  and  then  got  a 
chance  to  try. 

Imagine  being  present  to 
hear  the  reading  of  Megilah  at 
Temple  Israel.  For  years  it  has 
been  the  Rabbi’s  custom  to 
have  congregants  take  the 
parts  of  different  characters 
from  the  Book  of  Esther . This 
really  brings  the  story  alive  on 
the  Bima. 

Imagine  after  an  ordinary 
Wednesday  morning  minyan 
when  Rabbi  Gerber  might  sur- 
prise a child  by  extending  his 
left  arm  and  putting  the  end  of 


a leather-tfillen  strap  into 
his/her  hand.  He’s  saying 
something  very  special: 
“From  me  to  you  — from  my 
generation  to  yours.” 

Or  imagine  a three  year  old 
boy  named  Eli  who  is  called  to 
sit  on  the  Rabbi’s  lap  to  sing  a 
special  Rosh  Hodesh  Psalm 
with  his  name  in  it.  Surely  the 
new  month  blessing  will  have 
lasting  meaning  for  him! 

Temple  Israel’s  children 
often  crowd  around  the  Bima 
and  touch  the  Torah.  Much  is 
felt  through  the  senses  in  ser- 
vices like  these.  In  this  way, 
the  children  learn  the  place 
Jewish  holidays  have  in  their 
lives. 

Rabbi  Gerber  feels  that 
children  are  an  important 
motivating  force  and  are  like 
teachers  to  adults.  He  feels 
that  many  adults  are  really 
quite  like  children  in  relation 
to  Judaism.  Seeing  the  joy  of 
Judaism  through  a child’s  eyes 
gives  everyone  a positive  feel- 
ing about  our  way  of  life. 

Don  Gerber  feels  that  adults 
are  inhibited  while  children 
aren’t.  “So  I treat  kids  like 
adults  and  adults  like  kids,” 
he  states  cheerfully.  And  it 
works  for  him. 

When  children  are  around, 
he’ll  utilize  the  situation. 
Because  they  say  some  of  the 
“darndest  things”.  Rabbi 
Gerber  uses  their  insights  to 
guide  all  ages. 

Being  a part  of  this  process 
has  been  exciting  for  many  of 
those  who  attend  Temple 
Israel.  When  eyes  light  up  it  is 


obvious  that  learning  is  taking 
place  and  everyone  is  very 
much  involved.  Speaking 
directly  to  the  children,  Rabbi 
Gerber  has  a more  spon- 
taneous communication  with 
their  parents  and  other  adults 
who  cannot  speak  out  so  easi- 
ly- 

Rabbi  Gerber’s  philosophy 
may  make  those  who  cannot 
relate  to  children  uncomfor- 
table. He  took  the  risk  of  prac- 
ticing what  he  believes  in  and 
is  happy  with  the  results  which 
have  made  Judaism  more  alive 
for  him  too.  “I  have  often 
been  criticized  for  my  manner. 
But  what  I am  doing  is  just  a 
natural  evolution  of  what  1 
feel  is  right.” 

Through  continuous  service 
and  dedication,  Rabbi  Gerber 
has  managed  to  plant  many 
crops  in  Ottawa.  His  contribu- 
tions to  the  community  in 
general  have  not  gone  unnotic- 
ed. He  has  led  many  a 
demonstration,  worked  with 
many  kinds  of  organizations 
and  groups  and  guided  many 
individuals  through  problems. 

When  the  Gerbers  move  to 
Florida  this  June,  all  his 
“kids”  and  children-at-heart 
will  miss  the  Rabbi’s  presence. 
His  ruach  will  certainly  con- 
tinue to  be  part  of  the  many 
children  lucky  enough  to  have 
spent  time  with  him.  Like  the 
seeds  of  a crop,  they  are  part 
of  Ottawa’s  next  Jewish 
generation,  and  their  planter 
has  transmitted  the  Jewish 
essence  into  them  with  a ge- 
nuine feeling  of  Jewish  pride.
